Total  Leaf  Tobacco  Stocks  Slightly  Higher  Than  A  Year  Ago. 

Tobacco  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico 
reported  a  total  of  li,5l2  million  pounds    (farm-sales-weight)   of  leaf  tobacco 
in  their  inventories  as  of  January  1,  19$h*     Compared  with  a  year  earlier, 
this  represents  a  small  increase  of  22  million  pounds.     By  January  1,   19$h> 
around  1,610  million  pounds  of  the  19!?  3  crop,   estimated  close  to  2,100  million 
pounds  including  Puerto  Rican,   had  been  marketed.     Practically  all  of  the 
flue-cured  crop  and  somewhat  over  half  of  Burley  crop  had  been  sold  which 
constituted,  the  bulk  of  sales. 

Stocks  as  of  January  1,   195>U  included  about  6^0  million  pounds    (farm- 
sales-weight)   of  tobacco  under  government  loans..     These  stocks  were  divided 
as  follows:     flue-cured  320  million  pounds,   Burley  22U  million,.  Maryland  7»7 
million,   fire-cured  h9»9  million,    dark  air-cured  37,0  million,    and  cigar-leaf  11.3 
million. 

Flue -cured  stocks   as  of  January  1,   193'U  were  down  slightly  from  a  year 
ago,    Maryland  stocks  were  uncharged,  whereas  Burley  holdings  increased  5  percent. 
Fire -cured  and  dark  air-cured  holdings  each  were  slightly  lower  than     a  year 
ago  because  of  a  slower  rate  of  sales  from  the  new  crop.     For  the  cigar  leaf 
types,    stocks  of  filler  types  had  fallen  9  percent,    the  binder  types  were  down 
3  percent,   and  shade-grown  holdings  were  6  percent  below  the  previous  January  1 
level.     Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  leaf  were  up  8  percent  compared  with 
a  year  earlier.

Burley  Higher  Than  Previous  January  lj   Foreign-grown  Cigarette  Leaf 

Up  Sharply 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  as  of  January  1,  195U  were  2,lFll  million  pounds  - 
a  decrease  of  31  million  from  those  of  a  year  earlier.     The  decrease  in  flue-cured 
stocks  as  of  January  1,   195u  was  due  principally  to  stocks  held  under  the  Eritish 
purchase  program  on  January  1,  1953  which  moved  into  export  channels  at  a  later 
than  normal  date.     Sales  of  the  1953  flue -cured  crop  totaled  about  1,2?Q   million 
pounds  with  marketing  being  completed  prior  to  January  1  except  for  a  very  small 
quantity  in  the  Old  Belt. 

Burley  tobacco  stocks  totaled  1,308  million  pounds  as  of  January  1,   195U 
compared  with  l,2lFl  a  year  earlier.     Sales  of  hurley  leaf  on  the   auction  markets 
totaled  312  million  pounds  from  the  1953  crop  prior  to  January  1,  19$h  as  against 
355  million  during  the  comparable  period  a  year  earlier. 

The  level  of  Maryland  tobacco  stocks  was   about  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  with 
holdings  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  totaling  65U  million  pounds  on  January  1, 
1951w 

Foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  of  1C0.9  million  pounds 
represented  a  sharp  increase  compared  with  the  previous  January  1,  This  is  the 
highest  stocks  of  record  for  Type   90.

Dark  air-cured  tobacco  auction  sales  prior  to  January  1  totaled  only  3«0 
million  pounds  compared  with  11,0  million  during  the  fourth  quarter  the  previous 
year.     Because  of  the  much  smaller  sales,  stocks  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and 
manufacturers  were  down  3*1  million  pounds  from  the  previous  January  1,     Stocks 
of  dark  air-cured  leaf  as  of  January  1,   195U  were   73»U  million  pounds,   consisting 
of  U2,5  million  of  One  Sucker:   2C.1  million  of  Green  Paver  j   and  2,7  million  of 
Virginia  sun-cured  tobacco.

Holdings  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  of  all  domestic  grown  cigar  tobacco 
types  including  Puerto  Rico  totaled  3l8„8  million  as  of  January  1,   195U,   or  about 
22,2  million  lover  than  a  year  earlier.     This  decrease  mainly  reflected  lower 
stocks  of  Type  Ipi.     Stocks  of  foreign-grox-m.  cigar  leaf  were  17. 8  million  pounds

Stocks  of  the  cigar-filler  types  were  166,6  million  pounds  as  of  January  lp
